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Win the battle against 
rust and corrosion 


Metal rusts. Even if it's 
painted, it can still rust and 
look lousy. But just because 
metal rusts, doesn’t mean you 
have to accept it. Fortunately, 
you can fight back and win the 
battle against-corrosion 

Corrosion is not necessarily 
synonymous with rust. Rust is 
the brown stuff that forms as a 
result of corrosion on steel. 
This article will deal with the 
simple forms of corrosion 
found around the house: rust- 
ing steel, galvanic corrosion 
and corrosion on uncoated 
aluminum 


Here's a simplified version 
of the complex electrochemical 
process of how rust forms on 
painted steel. Moisture pene- 
trates through pores in the 
paint film or through a scratch, 
The oxygen in the water com- 
bines with the iron in the steel, 
and a minute amount of iron is 
dissolved, forming a solution, 
There is an imbalance of elec- 
trons between the solution and 
the surrounding steel, and this 
leads to a flow of electrons, 
namely current. As long as the 
current flows, the steel will 
deteriorate (corrode) and rust 
will form. 


Because rust has more 
volume than the steel, it ex- 
pands and helps form a blister 
under the paint. The blister 
will cause the paint to fail, ex- 
posing the steel to more mois- 
ture and aecélerating the cor- 
rosion process. 


Here are four steps that can 
greatly slow the decay of steel. 
Note that the steps are inter- 
related and that paint can play 
a role in each step: 

1, Keep it clean. 2, Keep it 
dry. 3, Insulate it. 4, Galvanize 
it. 

Step 1. Dirt holds moisture, 
and we've seen the effect mois- 
ture has on steel. Step 2. No 
moisture, no rust. This puts a 
premium on repairing blistered 


paint and using the right paint 
for the job. Step 3. Not only 
does paint keep the metal dry, 
almost all paints act as in- 
sulators. By stopping current 
flow, paint prevents corrosion. 
Step 4. Galvanized steel is 
coated with zinc. The steel is 
dipped in molten zine (known 
as hot dipped), or it is plated 
by being immersed in an elec- 
trochemical bath. Homeowners 
can’t be galvanizers, of course, 
but they can use galvanized 
hardware. They can also use a 
primer with 84 percent zine by 
weight. 

Zinc is a special material, as 
far as steel is concerned. In 
corrosive conditions, it loses 
electrons at a faster rate than 
steel does. If you cover the 
steel with zinc, the zine will 
corrode away but the steel 
remains unscathed until the 
zinc is gone. 


A related means of pro- 
tection is to position a zine bar 
— called an anode — near the 
steel. This is the method used 
to protect steel swimming 
pools. Likewise, magnesium 
anodes are used to protect hot- 
water tanks. 


You might wonder why hot- 
water tanks don’t use zinc 
anodes. The answer: at 120 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and above, 
zine loses its effectiveness as 
an anode. In fact, it completely 
reverses its effectiveness caus- 
ing the steel to become the 
anode. Early galvanized hot- 
water tanks, for instance, 
rotted away quickly. Once 
manufacturers discovered the 
problem, they switched to mag- 
nesium anodes,

Stump removal is best hand- 
led with a stump cutter or 
grinder. This powerful machine

forth over the stump until the 
wood is ground away to the 
desired depth.

Increase 
the depth to about 1 foot for a 
paved driveway.

Atthis time, the Planning Board 
only issued reports to the Town Engi 
neer on site plans while the Town Engi 
ncer did site plan reviews, This proce 
dure has since reversed, “Three years 
ago. in the summer of “95, the Planning 
Board asked the Elias for information 


that was not forthcoming, * said Town 
Engineer Harold Gillam. “The intorma: 
tion had to do with what they (Elia’s) 
were going to do with the existing build. 
ing. This information was not given to 
the Planning Board.” 

According to Gillam, the Elia’s ap: 
plied for a building permit in the fall of 
1997, which was granted by Gillam and 
the Building Inspector. However, an 
order was issued one totwo weeks before 


Christmas, halting the construction work 
on the property.. Mike Elia stated that 
the workers had completed half of the 
building's foundation when the order 
was issued. Gillam explained why the 
building permit was granted and them 
stopped. “The Building Inspector was 
not aware that the Planning Boars 
plan review was not completed, 
Gillam 

According to Miller, the unresolved 
questions from 1995 were the reasons 
for post-poning the construction. The 
job of conducting site plan reviews had 
been given to the Planning Board and 
they wanted to finish their review of the 
plan. The Planning Board wanted to see 


a floor plan and they were questioning 
the loading dock area, parking and the 
restoration of the old property:

The actual study will involve col- 
lecting water samples and comparing 
the results to those taken 10 years ago. 

“What we're looking to do is to 
assess the water quality of Silver 
Lake,” said Hull. “We're looking to 
see if ithas improved or degraded, and 
if so, Why?” 

Also, Town Manager Michael 
Caira updated the board on the status 
of the new middle school project with 
a presentation, which included a scale 
model as well as the overall layout of 
the surrounding area. 

‘We're on target, both in terms of 
timetable and budget,” said Caira. “It's 
preliminary, but that’s the way we see 


it now 
The building plan boasts atotal area 
of 150,000 square feet and will house 
a large cafeteria, gymnasium, and a 
500-seat auditorium. 
“It's going to be a very welcoming, 
fun type of building,” said Caira 


In addition, Caira said that a soccer 
field and softball field may be built on 
the site, making the area surrounded 
by existing schools more of a campus 

If all goes according to schedule, 
final plans will be submitted to the 
School Building Assistance Bureau by 
May and construction should begin in 
the early fall. 

Attorney Robert Peterson and Bill 
McLaughlin of Avalon Properties, Inc., 
also updated the board of design plans 
for another one of the major building 
projects within the town, the 204-unit 
Avalon Oaks housing development 

According to McLaughlin, ground 
will be broken on the site this March. 

“The first apartments will be ready 
in 10to 11 months,” said McLaughlin, 
“and we should be done by June 1999.” 

In other business, Selectman James 
Rooney addressed the issue of the 
Reading Municipal Light Department 
allegedly covering litigation costs at 
the expense of local rate payers. 


Supposedly, three employees of 
RMLD sought changes in their pen- 
sion status, which would enable them 
to obtain their maximum retirement 
benefits with fewer years of service, 
and were denied by the Reading Mu- 
nicipal Light Board. The employees 
then appealed the board’s decision re- 
sulting in $125,000 in legal fees which 
were subsequently paid by RMLD. 


Caira said that it is not that uncom- 
mon for an individual to sue a retire- 
ment board, although he added, “What 
is rare is that RMLD financed it, All 
the rate payers are paying for this 
through their electric bills.” 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
agreed saying, “Wilmington consti- 
tutes two-thirds of RMLD's rate pay- 
ers. I think we're the ones that got hit.” 

Caira said that he would contact 
RMLD to ask why the litigation fees 
were being covered at the cost of its 
customers.

Royal Dynasy

WILMINGTON - Another local res- 
taurant has received bad reviews from 
the Wilmington Board of Health.

$150 after an inspection by the board of 
health found food conditions to be haz- 
ardous. According to Greg Erickson, 
head investigator of the Board of Health, 
“We had a report that showed that viola- 
tions noted at the last inspection had not 
yet been corrected.” Apparently, the 
food in the kitchen was being stored at 
improper temperatures which can cause 
food to go bad and make a person ex- 
tremely ill if they consume it. 

According to Erickson, the case 
against Royal Dynasty is now in progress. 
The Board of Health has taken the next 
step in the case and invited them into 
their next meeting, Jan. 20th at 5:30 
p.m., to discuss the problem and to 
rectify the conditions. “At this point, I 
cannot say exactly what measures will 
be taken up against Royal Dynasty, ‘ 
Erickson said, “We just want to get the 
operators of the food establishment in 
here so we can talk to them first.” 
Erickson did not reveal whether or not 
the board was planning to shut down the 
business, if safety conditions are not met 
by the meeting. 

Royal Dynasty is the second Chinese 
food establishment in Wilmington to 
come under scrutiny of hazardous food 
service conditions, in recent months.

1998 my be the year for Inwood 


By JAMES HAGGERTY 

Like they have every year 
since the mid-1980s, representa- 
tives from Inwood Office Park, 
proposed for the Reading side 
of Route I-93 at the Wilmington 
line, appeared before the 
Woburn Conservation Commis- 
sion recently asking for anoth- 
er one-year extension on the 
project. 

Inwood Office Park officials 
said 1998 should be the year 
people will start to see things 

appen, however. 

Originally approved for 
some 850,000-square-feet of of- 
fice space, the Inwood proposal 
has sat on the table waiting for 
a developer to step forward. 

Now, officials say there is 
an interested party and some 
sort of office park develop- 
ment, though probably not in 
the 850,000-square-foot range, 
will begin early next year. 

“It has gone on for quite a 
while,” William Bergeron, 
representing Inwood, told the 
Conservation Commission at its 
recent meeting. “The dominat- 
ing factor was the economy.” 

With office space currently 
at a premium in the area, de- 
velopers apparently feel the 
time is now right. 

Officials with Unicorn Park 
are currently before the city 
seeking permission to construct 
another office building at their 
East Woburn site, claiming 


current occupancy rates are at

97 percent in that park. 

A second factor with In- 
wood, Bergeron acknowledged, 
was the new interchange pro- 
posed to bring traffic off Route 
1-93 to Commerce Way to the 
west. 

Inwood officials had to 
watch as the state played with 
different designs for the off- 
ramps to see what the impact 
would be on the Inwood site. 

“We have been interacting 
with them (the state) now for 
four years,” Bergeron said, 
noting that until this fall, the 
state really was definitive on 
what plans for the ramps it 
was going to pick. 

When first proposed back in 
the mid-1980s, Reading and 
Wilmington residents listed ob- 
jections to the proposal since 
access to the site can only be 
gained through those towns. 

There are no plans to link 
the park with the new inter- 
change, so the traffic issue 
remains. 

ConCom Chair Richard 
Cutts asked exactly how much 
impact the new interchange 
would have on the Inwood site. 

“With the new design, not 
much,” Bergeron said. 

ConCom member Thomas 
Brady noted that wetland 
regulations have change sig- 
nificantly since the project was 
originally approved in the mid- 
1980s. 

A representative of Inwood

Inwood officials noted some 
work has already started at the 
site, as contractors have been 
doing grading and other site 
preparation. 


ConCom members held off a 
vote on the extension until 
after the site walk is con- 
ducted.

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Snow committee 
formed in Tewksbury

TEWKSBURY -The town of 
Tewksbury’s latest effort in 
providing sufficent and timely 
snow removal is the formation of 
a committee composed of town 
otticials improve — inter- 
departmental communication 
during times of snow and ice 
emergencies. 

Selectmen decided last week to 
formulate a joint endeavor by the 
Superintendent of the Department 
ot Public Works (DPW), William 
Burris, and the Tewksbury Police 
Department after last month's 
surprise blanketing of over a foot 
of snow caused a minor 
communication problem between 
the two offices: 

According to published reports, 
a DPW dispatcher refused to 
answer a call by the police 
department for snow removal on 
Christmas night.

Joan Dunlevy, a member of the 
Board of Selectmen, sympathized 
with Burris, alleging that lack of 
manpower and equipment in the 
town has led to such problems. 
She said, “The major thing is that 
we don’t have enough equipment 
or manpower to do the job. Every

year Mr. Burris goes to meetings 
and requests more staff and 
equipment and gets turned down 
because of the budget.” 

Dunlevy added that a major 
contributing factor to the lack of 
man power is that for the past 
several years positions have not 
been filled when a person resigns 
from their job, causing the 
numbers to steadily decrease. She 
said, “It is a major problem that 
we don’t have enough clean 
industry too off set the town’s tax 
base to pay for such things. Snow 
and ice. comes every year and it is 
going to continue to be a problem 
until the town grows as an 
industry.” 

Dunlevy also noted that the 
construction of the new police 
station and library have already 
raised taxes in the town, and that 
the construction of a new middle 
school will also fit into the tax 
bracket as well. 

Selectmen voted 5-0 in favor of 
forming a committee between 
Burris, Police Chief John Mackey, 
Selectmen John Ryan and Town 
Manager David Cressman, to 
improve communication and relief 
efforts in times of snow and ice 
emergencies, Officials hope that

NORTH ANDOVER The 
following statement is in response 
to a recently released report by the 
Inspector General's office 
regarding the joint trash-to-energy 
project between the Northeast Solid 
Waste Committee (NESWC) and 
Massachusetts Refusetech, Inc. 
(MRI) - a wholly owned subsidiary 
of Wheelabrator Technologies Ine. 
(Wheelabrator) 

- Inspector General's report on 
the NESWC project accurately 
documents the risks and rewards 
assumed by NESWC communities 
and the aggressive projections they 
adopted regarding tip fees and 
energy revenues made by state and 
local authorities more than 15 years 
ago. The report correctly suggests 
that NESWC communities 
deliberately and voluntarily 
assumed what are customarily a 
private developer's risks in order to 
profit from anticipated rewards 
trom the sale of energy. 

Wheelabrator concurs - The 
report quotes from a letter to the 


Arlington Town Manager from a 
Wheelabrator Vice President that 
was written in January 1982: "The 
comparative economics of all the 
projects presented by the State 
Bureau of Solid Waste and their 
consultants, in my opinion, are not 
realis and do not represent 
today's cost - As far as risks are 
concerned, I suggest you. ask the. 
State's legal consultant for his 
evaluation. He negotiated the 128 
Contract and is ultimately familiar 


with it and NESWC. You need only "... 


ask one question: "Which contract 
provides less risk to my town?’ 
Unlike other communities in 
Massachusetts served by 
Wheelabrator.NESWC communities 
chose to run a trash disposal 
business because they expected to 
reap financial benefits from this 
business by taking the above 
referenced risks. Instead of 
allocating risks to the private 
developer, NESWC communities 
assumed risks in the hope that they 


would profit from projected facility 


revenues. These decisions, 
combined with the manner in which 
NESWC decided to refinance the 
debt in 1993, are directly 
responsible for the high tip fees 
currently facing the NESWC 
communities. 

- The Inspector General's report 
establishes that, the, financial 
responsibility for retrofit costs 
were included in the original 
agreements. The reports state that, 
the service agreements state that 
the full cost of designing, building 
and financing required capital 
improvements must be authorized 
by the communities over the 
remaining term of the 20 year 
service agreements, no matter when 
the improvements are constructed.

More birds wintering in area this

With 10 weeks left of the winter bird 
feeding season still ahead, an informal 
bird count in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury has already exceeded last winter's 
total 

Last year between October and 
March, we logged in 18 different spe- 
cies not counting crows, gulls, hawks 
and owls. (Later in this column we will 
run down this year’s list, now upto 19.) 
The two new sightings since mid-De- 
cember are mockingbirds apd red bel- 
lied woodpeckers. 

On December 21, Gerry Duggan of 
Butters Row, Wilmington (who is ev- 
ery bit as good a “birder” as he is a 
politician), called to say that he ob- 
served a red bellied woodpecker at his 
suet feeder that morning. If you will 
refer to your bird guide (page 191 in 
Peterson's Eastern Birds) you will see 
that this bird doesn’t begin to have a 
“ted belly.” Mass Audubon cannot ex- 
plain how this bird was so named. I 
would describe its breastas alight buffy- 
tan color. The distinctive feature of this 
rare (to eastern Massachusetts) wood- 
peckerisits large, brightred cap, clearly 
visible to the naked eye at 25 to 30 feet. 
Peterson describes itas a“zebra backed 
woodpecker with a red cap and white 
rump.” 

Red bellied woodpeckers are fairly 
common in western and southern New 
England and down into the Gulf States. 
Itis only since the early ‘90's that they 
have been showing up in limited num- 
bers east of the Connecticut River and 
north of the Massachusetts/Connecti- 


cutstate line. In size, they are slightly 
smallerthan our common hairy wood- 
pecker. 

Tomy surprise and pleasure I saw 
a red bellied woodpecker at my suet 
feeder around 8 a.m. this past Sun- 
day. This was my first sighting of this 
specie since 1995. So, they are around 
- watch your suet feeder! 

The other newcomer to this 
winter's count is the mockingbird 
seen at my suet feeder two weeks 
ago, and sporadically since. This new- 
comer to New England was first re- 
corded in Massachusetts in the late 
60's and they are becoming increas- 
ingly common. Their numbers are 
down in this area just now, which 
may indicate nothing more than a 
short term blip in nature’s on going 
up and down cycles. 

A most unusual sighting was re- 
ported to me a week before Christ- 
mas by Bob Barcellos of Loren Drive, 
Wilmington near the Burlington line. 
Bob was not certain as to what he was 
looking at, but he proceeded to de- 
scribe a bird which looked remark- 
ably like Woody Woodpecker of car- 
toon fame. When he said “large crow 
size - very colorful - bright red crest 
on top of head,” this bird was most 
likely a pileated woodpecker. For 
those of you having a bird book, look 
this one up. (pg 189 in Peterson's). 
This bird, a foot and a half tall, is 
quite spectactlar when seen at a dis- 
tance of 25 feet. I see pileated wood- 
peckers occasionally in my 


meanderings through the Ipswich 
River Wildlife Sanctuary, but in 35 
years in Wilmington, have never seen 
or heard one in our town, Their num- 
bers appear to be on the upswing in 
eastern and northern New England. 
This was, indeed an unusual sighting. 
Thanks for the call, Bob. 

R.M. from Tewksbury called last 
week to report seeing four robins in 
her backyard. She wondered if this 
might be an indication of an early 
spring, or more evidence of global 
warming. Good questions, but prob- 
ably neither of the above. In the last 
dozen or so years, reports of a few 
robins remaining in New England have 
been fairly common. Although 99 
percent of this common thrush head 
for a warmer climate by early Octo- 
ber, the other (guesstimate) one per- 
cent hang around and appear able to 
make a living through our harsh win- 
ters. 

I see a flock of robins in the 
Topsfield Sanctuary every winter, 
which must number about 25. The 
reason they survive is due to the large 
number of wild berry trees and shrubs 
in that unspoiled 1200 acre sanctuary. 

One other (non bird) sighting since 
mid-December: We were idly watch- 
ing the birds at our feeders here in 
North Wilmington a week ago last 
Saturday when to our great surprise 
three white tailed deercasually strolled 
through the back yard in the direction 
of the North Intermediate School. The 
largest was an eight pronged buck,

real winter weather until El Nino blew in 
this odd, wet, warm weather.

Fishing with tip-ups allows ease of 
setup. Once a fish hits, the difficult task 
of hand lining the fish begins. In gen 
eral, tip-ups are rigged with a heavy 


backing line. The weak spot is between 
the mono and the fiber backing. 

Playing a large fish when ice fishing 
is a careful walk between hanging on 
lightly while pulling the fish to the hole 
gently. 

The smaller fish went back to grow 
for another day. We kept twe 
for the grill. Broiled over hot coals with 
butter and onion, the sweet treat made a 
wonderful supper.

12 towns organize to protect their future 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


hawsheen River is a 20 to 
25 mile stretch of water- 
way that leads from 
Hanscom Air Force base 
in Bedford to the Merrimac 
River in the Andover/Lawrence 
area and is an important part of 
the total 5,000 square mile 
Merrimack River Watershed. 

In fact the Merrimack River 
Watershed Council (MRWC) 
considers the 80 square mile 
Shawsheen Watershed so impor- 
tant they are conducting a work- 
shop on Thursday, January 15 at 
7p.m. in the Billerica Town Hall 
aimed at forming the Shawsheen 
River Watershed Council. This 
will be the first of several meet- 
ings and MRWC Project 
Manager Curt Laffin said that a 
second workshop has already 
been scheduled for North 
Andover on February 4. 

The Shawsheen watershed 
takes in 12 towns. Of these, 
eight, including Burlington, 
Tewksbury and a small part of 
Wilmington, play an integral 
part in the course of the river. 

The workshops are the culmi- 
nation of about two years of 
study on the status of the 
Shawsheen. 

“What we have been shooting 
for from the beginning,” Laffin 
said, “is to come away from the 
project with some kind of orga- 
nization that looks at the prob- 
lem.” 

,_ Laffin said that the basis of 
the past two years has been to 
determine the condition of the

watershed as seen through the 
eyes of people affected by it. 

That was accomplished by 
such techniques as recruiting 
“stream teams” of people that 
did shoreline surveys and dis- 
covered unique or problem 
areas along the shore of the 
river. 

During the months from June 
to October volunteers also took 
water samples and the MRWC 
had them tested at various labo- 
ratories to determine the water 
quality. 

“This helps to create a pic- 
ture of what is happening within 
the watershed,” Laffin said. 

Over 100 volunteers put time 
into the study this past summer. 

“They confirmed what is 
pretty well known throughout 
the country, Laffin said. “The 
major source of pollution is non- 
point source or polluted run- 
off.” 

He explained that non-point 
source pollution is caused by 
storm drainage, from parking 
lots or near-by roadways, that 
brings fertilizer, road salt, sedi- 
ment and erosion into the water- 
shed. 

“That is actually good news,” 
Laffin announced. 

According to Laffin, the good 
news comes from the fact that 
the federal Clean Water Act of 
1972, which allowed for the con- 
struction of better sewerage 
treatment plants has ‘removed a 
lot of the point source pollution 
from homes and industry. : 

“The bad news is,” Laffin 
said, “now we have to get down 
to the behavior of the people.”

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This led to the next step in 
the Shawsheen Watershed pro- 
ject, a series of public forums 
during October and early 
November so that interested 
parties affected by the 
Watershed could give their reac- 
tions to the studies. 

Those reactions led to a num- 
ber of good suggestions that will 
give the proposed watershed 
council a number of areas to 
work on. 

Laffin expects people from all 
of the involved communities and 
Hanscom Air Force Base, as 
well as MassPort, to attend 
Thursday’s meeting. It is open 
to the public and any interested 
party can attend. 

“We are looking to get a core 
group of people who want to 
form an organization,” Laffin 
said. 

Aside from all the pollution 
problems the proposed water- 
shed council will be looking at 
the second part of the problem 
with the Shawsheen. That is the 
flow of the river. 

“I think that is more interest- 
ing than the non-source pollu- 
tion,” Laffin said.

storm dropping more rain in 24 
hours than will be dropped in 
100 years, in October 1996 
caused the river’s flow to 
increase from 100 cubic feet per 
second, to 1,850 cubic feet per 
second in just about eight hours. 

Because of the flooding, hun- 
dreds of homeowners had to be 
evacuated from their homes. 

According to Laffin, part of 
the flow problem comes from 
the fact that the Shawsheen is 
very flat, dropping only 70 feet 
in elevation from Hanscom to 
the Merrimack. 

This was not a problem 
before the base was built in the 
1950’s. However, the base was 
designed to get rid of storm run- 
off very quickly. 

Another factor that cannot be 
blamed on the Air Force, but is 
a result of the base being built 
at the location, is the density of

the development in the area. 

According to Laffin, many 
businesses that relied on govern- 
ment contracts started to build 
in the area and the resulting 
employment situation caused 
many new homes to be built. 
This dominoed to the fact that 
strip malls and other conve- 
niences had to be built to 
provide services for the new res- 
idents. 

Laffin noted that prior to 
1950, the Shawsheen was in pret- 
ty good condition. 

However, all of the new con- 
struction took up land mass that 
was used to store water and act 
as a filter before it reached the 
river itself. 

Without that storage capacity 
the storm run-off, with all of its 
resulting pollution, reaches the 
river more quickly causing flood 
conditions. 


Another factor from the loss 
of storage is that during dry 
spells the loss of stored water 
causes the level of the river to 


drop so that in some areas it is 
only a trickle. 

“That is a real problem, 
Laffin said. 

He noted that all of these

problems are compounded by 
the fact that the watershed used 
to be the source for public drink- 
ing wells that supplied several 
communities. 

Now many of these communi- 
ties have to import their water 
from the Quabbin Reservoir, in 
the western part of the state, 
through the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) or from such sources 
as the Concord River. 

As an example, Laffin noted 
the Town of Burlington, until 15 
years ago was able to draw its 
drinking water from the 
Shawsheen as it wound its way 
through the Mill Pond reservoir. 

Because of the lack of flow, 
the water quality became very 
poor and the levels in the Mill 
Pond dropped allowing the 
growth of algae. 

Laffin said that the town has 
received a settlement that will 
eventually allow it to start con- 
struction on facilities that can 
treat the water from the water- 
shed and make it potable again. 

According to Laffin, the 
Shawsheen’s proposed water- 
shed council will only be one of 
many that are already in exis- 
tence. The main purpose of 
these councils is to get people to 
be more aware of the watershed 
they live in and its importance 
on their lives. 


for small businesses 


Gross sales in 1997 were up 
for 4 percent more small busi- 
nesses than 1996, and net profits 
were up for 5 percent more, 
according to yearlong survey 
results released today by the 
Small Business Service Bureau, 
Inc. (SBSB). 

According to SBSB President 
Francis R. Carroll, the positive 
economic climate expressed by 
small business is reflected in 
their views across the board. 
For example, from a 1994 high of 
73.3 percent, President Clinton’s 
disapproval rating among small 
businesses continued to fall this 
year to a low 44.2 percent-a level 
unseen since the early years of 
President Reagan’s first term. 
Carroll said there is a correla- 
tion between the president's 
approval rating and the growing 
number of small business own- 
ers who said they are paying 
lower interest rates and lower 
taxes.

But the positive economic sit- 
uation for small businesses is 
also a two edged sword, with 
small businesses lamenting the 
difficulty of finding and retain- 
ing qualified staff in a period of 
low unemployment and low 
inflation, Carroll continued. 
While 3 percent more small 
businesses indicated they will 
increase their purchasing in the 
next six months, more entrepre- 
neurs than at any time since the 
1980s are seeking to hire 
employees to handle business 
volume. And almost 83 percent 
of small business owners find 
themselves working well over 40 
and 50 hours per week to handle 
business demands. 


Complaints which surfaced in 
1997 included growing dissatis- 
faction with capital gains and 
inheritance taxes. There has 
also been a five percent increase 
since 1992 in the number of 
small businesses who list paper- 
work as a significant problem 


Carroll also noted that 10 per- 
cent of small business owners 
said they spend over 5 hours per 


week on the internet and a simi- 
lar number advertise on the 
internet. 

Over 85 percent of respon- 
dents employed five or fewer 
employees; 26.4 percent of 
respondents were women busi- 
ness owners and 73.7 percent 
were family business owners.

“Most experts agree that a 
properly maintained system of 
fire hydrants is the best defense 
against fires raging out of con- 
trol. A ready source of high 
pressure water often stops the 
flames before they cause costly 
damage. 

“The winter time is notorious 
for making the fire fighter’s job 
more difficult. During times of 
heavy snow accumulation, fire 
hydrants become buried under 
heavy, wet snow. Although the

in Tewksbury 

“Tewksbury Public School 
students are not getting off the 
hook as easily as they once 
thought,” notes the “Tewksbury 
Town Crier.” 

“The topic at hand: school 
vacations. Superintendent of 
Schools Christine McGrath, has 
perpetually said that it would be 
in the best interest of both stu- 
dents and their parents to keep 
the February and April vaca- 
tions rather than combine the 
two for one week in March. In 
this attempt, McGrath distrib- 
uted surveys to students to take 
home to their parents, asking 


whether or not they favored the 
single week in March or the tra- 
ditional one week in February 
and one week in April. The 
results of the survey showed 1010 
parents favored keeping the 
vacations as is, 933 parents 
voted to make the change. In a 
survey distributed to the faculty 
and staff, only 29 respondents 
were in favor of the single week 
in March, while 220 voted 
against it. 

“School committee member 
Ed Doherty lashed out at 
McGrath saying the results of 
the survey were useless. He said 
that he believes that many of 
the middle school and high 
school aged students did not 
even take the survey home to 
show their parents and just took 
the liberty of filling it out them- 
selves. He expressed no surprise 
in the results of the faculty-staff 
surveys. He said, ‘Does it sur- 
prise me that 220 teachers want 
two weeks off instead of one. It 
doesn’t surprise me...”

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_ Fix-it tips at show houses 


. Decorator show houses fur- 
nished with fine antiques and 
showcasing the talents of high- 
ly skilled artisans are too ex- 
pensive for most people to copy 
— but they can still be the 
Source of inexpensive creative 
‘ideas. 
Using 


readily _ available 


materials such as paint, canvas 
jand paper, decorators at two 
‘Manhattan show houses this 
‘fall camouflaged the kind of 
‘ugly, immovable fixtures and 
‘bad surfaces that stand in the 
‘way of flawless decor every- 
where. 

Canvas was especially popu- 

‘lar, used as modestly priced 
floor coverings in a number of 
rooms. At the Cancer Research 
Institute Show House (through 
Dec. 10), Wohlberg/Levy De- 
sign, Ltd. of New York put 
down a canvas floorcloth in 
mossy gray-green tones in a 
bathroom. 

“We couldn’t get rid of the 
bright blue tile floor, but 
canvas is inexpensive and easy 
to paint, and it’s long-lasting if 
you seal the finished paint job 
with three layers of 
polyurethane, as we did,” said 
Miriam Wohlberg. “It’s also so 
thin that outline of the tiles 
shows through, and the illusion 
is created it actually is tile.” 

The canvas also proved im- 
pervious to water: A few days 
before the show house opened, 
a leak in the pipes flooded the 


room with several inches of 
water. After the mop-up, the 
tiles were fine. 

The floorcloth, painted in 
gray and yellow squares, was 
held in place with strategically 
placed nailheads. These keep 
the floor covering flat — it has 
a tendency to curl and buckle 


— as well as being decorative. 

Wohlberg/Levy’s bathroom 
was an object lesson in achiev- 
ing big effects with modest 
materials. The faux stone walls 
of the bath actually are torn 
paper put up with wallpaper 
paste and painted with silver 
automotive paint, rubbed to 
add texture. 

In the shower area, bright 
blue tiles were kept in use by 
being sprayed with a product 
known as VariCoat, an exterior 
coating that produces an 
adobelike finish. 

The decorators put up four 
inexpensive curtain rods to 
hold magazines, toilet paper 
and towels. They had a ceiling- 
mounted lighting fixture, with 
a white plastic cover in half- 
globe form, painted to imitate 
alabaster. “The fixture cost 
about $120 compared to $1,000 
for a real alabaster fixture,” 
Ms. Wohlberg said. 

In a_ “budget-conscious 
renovation” of the kitchen at 
the French Designer Show 
House, Jamie Drake of New 
York used ice-blue spray paint 
to update old metal kitchen 


cabinets. 

Paint is one of the best 
materials to use for an almost 
total transformation, Roger de 
Cabrol of New York said. His 
witty sitting room at the 
French Designer Show House 
featured walls of watermelon- 
pink and cantaloupe-orange 


horizontal stripes with fuzzy 
edges. 

But not every subterfuge in 
the decorator’s bag of tricks 
can be easily emulated. A case 
in point is Carolyn Guttilla’s 
eclectic sitting room at the 


Cancer Research _ Institute 
Show House. It’s papered with 
brown wrapping-paper 
wallcovering. 

You don’t want to try this at 
home because the paper tears 
easily, which makes it almost 
impossible for an in- 
experienced person to get it 
onto the wall 


“It was $32.64 worth of 
brown paper but considerably 
more than that for the two 
professional paperhangers to 
put it up,” the designer said 


A substitute would be to 
match the color of the paper 
with paint. The texture would 
be lost, but the application 
would be much easier and 
something a  do-it-yourselfer 
could accomplish. 


Appliances need maintenance program 


Many homeowners instinc- 
tively feel that fixed appliances 
(furnaces, central air con- 
ditioners and water heaters), 
are simply too permanent and 
complex to be included in a 
‘routine maintenance schedule. 
‘If this is your position, it’s a 
‘costly one. 

i An investment of an hour or 
two of your time will not only 
tend the lives of these ap- 
liances, it’ll save you plenty 
in operating costs. 

Of the three major ap- 

pliances, central air con- 
ditioners probably suffer the 
most from poor maintenance. 
The problem is dust. In less 
fhan a season, the compressor 
fin tubes can become complete- 
fy clogged with dust. As a large 
yolume of air must be drawn 
through these fins with every 
‘Cooling cycle, a matting of dust 
Will stress the fan and com- 
‘pressor motors, and greatly 
‘Feduce efficiency. When years 
‘of accumulation go unchecked, 
ithe problem grows large. 
* To correct the problem, 
(cleaning the inside of your 
“compressor unit each spring is 
suggested. A second, mid- 
summer cleaning is also a good 
idea, 

When cleaning compressor 
units, begin by shutting off the 


ipower. This can usually be 
‘done at the dedicated dis- 
connect switch near the unit. 
{Remove the front access panel 
ito reveal the compressor and 
\the electrical and refrigeration 
{connections. You'll then be 
sable to undo the top panel that 
{supports the fan and fan motor. 


As the top panel is largely 
open, shielded only by a coarse 
screen, leaves and other debris 
are likely to have fallen into 
the unit. Carefully lift the fan 
and clean out the debris. 

With the area inside the con- 
denser coil cleared, remove the 
shroud from around the coil. 
This will reveal the exterior of 
the coil where the fin tubes 
support the accumulation of 
dust. 


Use a soft-bristle brush to 
sweep away the dust blanket. 
Don’t press too hard or you'll 
bend the edges of the fin tubes, 
which will also reduce ef- 
ficiency. When all of the dust 
has been swept from the coil, 
vacuum it up so it’s not pulled 
back into the coils when the 
unit starts up. 


Next, check for oil ports at 
the top of the compressor. If 
you see any, lubricate them 
with all-purpose oil or turbine 
oil. If you find no oil ports, the 
compressor is sealed and no oil 
will be needed. With the com- 
pressor unit cleaned, replace 
the side and front panels, and 
restore electrical power. 


Along with the outdoor con- 
denser unit, your air con- 
ditioner will have an indoor 
evaporator coil, usually located 
within the furnace plenum. In 
most cases, you'll have no 
direct access to this coil, short 
of cutting through the plenum. 
If you find an access panel, 
clean the coil with water and 
bleach. The goal is to remove

any accumulation of bacteria 
that may have collected at the 
base of the coil. 


And finally, keep an eye on 
the condensate hose attached 
to the evaporator coil. This 
tube, which typically runs from 
the evaporator coil atop the 
furnace to the nearest floor 
drain, can often become 
clogged with bacteria. The 
result is water spilling into the 
furnace or onto the floor. Your 


best preventive measure is to 
pour a 50/50 mix of water and 
household bleach through the 
hose midway through each 
cooling season

New homes today are larger 
and have more amenities than 
ever before, according to the 
U.S. Bureau of the Census. 

“Today’s new home buyers 
are savvy consumers who 
demand a quality product with 
lots of amenities,” said Kent 
Colton, executive vice president 
of the National Association of 
Home Builders. “In 1996 - the 
most recent year for which num- 
bers are available - new homes 
were the largest ever averaging 
2,120 square feet, and almost 
half had 2.5 or more bathrooms. 
Almost a third had four or 
more bedrooms, 59 percent had 
a fireplace, and 81 percent had 
central air conditioning.” 

By comparison, new homes 
built a generation ago in 1973 
averaged 1,660 square feet, and 
only 19 percent had 2.5 or more 
bathrooms. Less than a quarter 
(23 percent) had four or more 
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a new home compare? 


bedrooms, 34 percent had a fire- 
place, and 49 percent had cen- 
tral air conditioning. 

“The homes that we build and 
buy reflect the population and 
the times in which we live. 
Many of today’s standard trade- 
up homes would have been con- 
sidered luxury homes just a gen- 
eration ago,” said Colton. 

“A greater proportion of the 
new homes built today are 
designed for trade-up buyers — a 
more affluent segment of the 
population that can afford larg- 
er homes -- than for first-time 
buyers. That is a major switch 
from the 1970’s when the first 
wave of baby boomers started 
buying homes,” Colton added. 


Basements in new homes 
continued to decline from a 
peak of 42 percent in 1992. The 
national share of basement 
dipped to 37 percent in 1996. The 
decline can be attributed to the 


continued shift in construction 
to the West and South, where 
most houses are built on slabs, 
However, basements remained 
popular in the Northeast, where 
85 percent of new homes had 
them, and in the Midwest; 
where 76 percent has them. Still;

room bookcases, for example, to 
help blend the spaces together 
visually. 

“Also, don’t be afraid to make 
cabinetry more like furniture,” 
said Vickie McCann, a design 
expert with The Home Depot. "A 
lot of people don’t know that 
refrigerator fronts are now 
available which match kitchen 
cabinetry. It takes away from 
the utilitarian look.” 

However, all cabinet fronts 
don’t have to be the same, she 
said. For variety, you might 
make subtle changes, such as 
using glass doors or bookcases 
in an adjoining room or cathe- 
dral doors on the cabinets in one 
area and plain-topped doors on 
those in a different space.
